In response to the Official Action dated 28 January 2005. the applicants elect 
Invention I with traverse. Qaiins 1-25 read on Invention L 

The election ia with traverse on the grounds that flie official acUon does not set 
forth pmvctprinui facie cases of distinctness with respect to Inventions I and H. 

The official action aUeges that Inventions I and n are distinct because "the process 
ftn-using the ptodm:t can be practiced with another niateriaUy different p^ 
not included -astacked pair of resonators. The appUcantsrespectfiiUy traverse this 
allegatian. Qaim 26 of favention H recites in.part ''providing a pair of film bulk acoustic 
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lesonatois (FBARs)" and "coupling less acoustic energy between the EBARs than would 
be coupled by diiect contact between the FBARs." ITie appHcants therefore icspectfiUly 
submit that the invention claimed in claim 25 ckimot be practiced "with another ' 
materially diifeiem product that does not include "a stacked pair" of resonators," as 
aUeged in the io£Gcial action. 

The official action additionally alleges that the product can be used to practice a 
different process not including "filtering the input electrical signal with a second pass 
bandwidth narrower th^ the first pass bandwidth." The appUcants note that the quoted 
language comes fiiom claim 27, which depends on claim 26. ITiis language does not 
appear in all of the claims to Invention E. 

Accordingly, the applicants respectfully submit that the official action does not set 
forth a proper prima facie case of distinctiveness with respect to Inventions I and IL 

The applicants beUeve that the application as now amended is in condition fbr 
allowance, and respectfully request such favorable action. If any matters remain 
outstanding in the application, the Examiner is respectfully invited to telephone the 
appUcants' attorney at (650) 485^3015 so that these matters may be resolved.
